It Is the Guillotine That Ended the Career 
of Marie Antoinette and Played a Prom- 
finent Part in the Days of Blood of the 
French Commune—Old Vienna Opened 
and the Chinese Theater Dedicated with 
a Banquet—Riot in the Street of Cairo— 

. Plaisance Happenings. 

In a dark room in the museum of the 
Moorish Palace on Midway Plaisance several 
American workmen yesterday erected a plat- 
form of old timbers. They reprehended the 
wood for its general and wondered 
why anybody wanted’ to b such truck 
clear over from Paris. After the platform 
was down they set up in its center two sturdy 
uprights, with grooves on the side, which 
faced each other. A nimble French- 
man climbed to the top, of the up- 
rights, nailed a cross-piece containing 
a pulley on top of them. Through the pulley 
he ran an old rope with ugly stams on,it. He 
climbed down again, and from a box he care- 
fully lifted a rusty, oblique bladed piece of 
iron, which he adjusted in the grooves of the 
uprights. To the top of the iron he tied the 
rope, and then hauled the blade to the top of 
the uprights. 

“La Dijonnaise”’ was set up ready for in- 
spection of visitors. 

“La Dijonmnise ” has a great history. It is 
a guillotine that did bloody work in the days 
of the first French revolution. Its blade fell 
and ended the life of Marie Antoinette in 
October, 1793. After that great quantities 
of less royal blood trickled down the sides 
and over the platform of “ La Dijonnaise,” 
but its chief interest is that it closed the ca- 
reer of the daughter of Austria, who was 
sacrificed to state policy. 

After France had recovered tranquillity the 
old guillotine was stored away. After King 
Wilhelm entered Paris at the head of his 
victorious troops the last Commune began its 
work of bloodshed. The same day that the 
column of the Vendome was upset and 
shattered by the red caps they broke 
into the storehouse where “La Di 
jonnaise ”’ 
on the street. Afterwards the bits of 
the Column Vendome, the guillotine, and other 
historical articles were sold at auction, and 
M. Dubois, a wealthy merchant of Brussels, 
bid in the shattered column and the old guil- 
lotine now in Midway Plaisance. 

At time of the lant named Commune M. 
Roth, famous executioner of who 
had — of all relics of that nature, deliv- 
ered to 4 Dubois, aol os assets, a 
document vouching guillotine - 
chased was the one on which Marie Anieatns 
had met her fate. Another document of a 
similar nature is signed by the auctioneer to 
deliver the bloody machine to M. Dubois. 
The latter vouches for the authenticity of 
“La Dijonnaise” in a letter accompanying 
that of Executioner Roch.

The managers of the Chinese bazaar,theater, 
and joss-house also held an opening last even- 
ing, inviti friends and representatives of 
the press. e principal performance was in 
the gorgeous theater, which is ahead of any- 
thing in the plaisancedn the way of decora- 
tions and stage trappings. Scenes from two 
abe were produced, representi “God in 

eaven’”’ and “ The Prince Delivering the 
Child to Her Mother.”” Queer names for 
plays, to be sure, but the plays were queer, so 
far as that part of fhe audience which 
didn’t understand Chinese was con- 
cerned. But the costumers were as fine as 
any ever seen in Chicago, while the actors 
displayed wonderful eegeam~ en in their art, 
aso those who assumed the female 
roles, for there are no women engaged in the 
acting bisiness in China. The Chinese drama 
seems to run a good deal to whiskers, as all 
characters, whether angels or mortals, wore 
long whiskers of all shades and shapes. The 
orchestra was composed of several wood and 
metal tom-toms and one Mongolian clarionet. 
The music was like the echo of a large boiler 
factory or a general alarm of fire from the 
lumber district. Another peculiarity about 
the Chinese drama is that stage hands move 
around among the actors and. seem to take 
just as much part in the play.

Modern Meteorology. 

An outline of the growth and present condi- 
tion of meteorology in some of its phases is 
given by Dr. Frank Waldo in an English book 
imported by the Scribners. The work is 
mainly a condengation of material to be 
found elsewhere, but it is none the less valua- 
ble, as it really constitutes a compendium of 
recent information in regard to meteorolog- 
ical science. One. chapter contains a history 
and description of some important instru- 
ments and methods of using them, the ther- 
mometer, barometer, and wind measurer ré- 
ceiving most attention, while the construction 
of observatories is appropriately illustrated. 
Another presents ah abstract of the important 
memoirs on thermodynamics of the atmos- 
phere which were recently communicated to 
the Berlin Academy of Sciences b 
Prof. von Bezold. This is follow 
by a partial outline of the history of develo 
ment of the theories of general atmospheric 
circulation, witha brief statement of Prof. 
Ferrel’s completed theory and of some recent 
contributions to the subject by prominent 
German investigators. Then comes a his- 
torical sketch partial explanation of the 
secondary atmosphere circulation, to which 
the local character of winds may be referred, 
at least in middle latitudes. The sixth chap- 
ter contains some of the principal results ob- 
tained by Dr. Bruckner in his recent discus- 
sion of the results of meteorological observa- 
tions from the time of their commencement 
to the present. Specially important are the 
remarks on the long period oscillations of cli- 
matic factors and on the application of meteor- 
ology to agriculture. 

In the latter department some interesting 
statements are made of the _ results 
obtained by investigation of the quan- 
tity and distribution of 
sunshine as  affecti 
different crops but the gro 
ments of insect life, and the relation of ground 
heat, average temperatures, and winds, to 
average temperature and plant growth, etc., 
but this rather as indicating what may yet be 
done than as stating valuable results already 
accomplished. The scope of the book does 
not include information in regard to the aid 
given to commerce by weather prediction 

or land or ocean, or the use of meteorological 
data as an aid in the practice of medicine. 


A New Life of Wagner, 

Under the concise title of ‘‘ Wagner and His 
Works, the Story of His Life, with Critical 
Comments,”’ Mr. Henry T. Finck, the accom- 
plished musical critic of the New York. Hven- 
ing Post, has given to the musical public of 
this country a biographical, analytical, and 
critical sketch of the life of the great musical 
reformer, Richard Wagner, and of all his 
musical writings, from his first crude and in- 
consequential operettas to “ Parsifal,”’ the 
final example of hig advanced and matured 
methods. Mr, Finck is wellknown as an 
ardent and essive advocate of Wagner 
and all his works. It therefore goes without 
saying that in these volumes (two in number) 
he exalts his hero to the verge of idealistic 
possibility, of course at the expense-of other 
composers, notably the Italians, with whom 
he has little patience. . Finck is. frank 
enough to cite the opinions of critics who have 
been adverse to the Wagnerian system, but he 
evidently is of the opinion that placed in 
juxtaposition with the circumstances of the 
case and with thé judgments of Wagner's 
friends they. defeat themselves. king

But 
with the advent of a new love his resentment 
dies away, and ere the end he shows 
capable of better things. The book has its 
share of stirring scenes, and some of the 
minor characters are distinctly. drawn, but 
the theological discussions are rather hollow.

What has the United States done for the 
Fair which cost it anything? It had a lot of 
mutilated, worn, uncurrent subsidiary silver 
coins which had been for years a dead asset in 
the Treasury vaults. It ordered that some of 
that stuff worth as bullion about a million 
and a third dollars be coined into five million 
half dollars, and declared that it had given 
the Exposition two and a half millions. This 
cheap generosity was coupled with a Sunday- 
closing condition which compelled the direct- 
ors to give up with one hand as much as they 
received with the other. Subsequently alarmed 
at its prodigality with ite ungurrent silver, 
Congress, like the Indian giver, took back 
about a quarter of it. 

The General Government has an exhibit at 
Jackson Park, a large and attractive one. 
Every Chicagoan is glad to have it. But there 
is no occasion for emotions of intense grati- 
tude because it is here. It would be astonish- 
ing indeed. if the government were not repre- 
sented at a national and international fair, 
whether held at Chicago or at Paris. Unlike 
most other exhibiters, however, the govern- 
ment put up a building of its own instead of 
depending on the Exposition authorities for 
quarters. It expended about $400,000 for 
this purpose, but will get something back 
from the iron and glass, which. will be sold 
after the Fair isatanend, While it was kind 
in Congress not to require Chicago to erect 
an edifice for the General Government, yet it 
would have been a much better looking one 
had its erection been left to the local authori- 
ties. The contents are praiseworthy, but the 
building itself is architecturally as unsightly 
as the Illinois one. It would be better for the 
cause of artand the education of the people 
were they both cast into the lake where it is 
deepest. 

As an exhibiter, pure and simple, the Na- 
tional Government has not laid out as much 
money as the State of Illinois and the private 
exhibiters from that State, This Common- 
wealth appropriated $800,000 for its exhibit 
and its buildings, or about double what the 
United States expended for the same purpose. 
Part of that money was spent in an unseemly 
rivalry with the Federal authorities to see 
which could make the worst architectural 
monstrosity, but nevertheless it must be ad- 
mitted that an outlay of $800,000 by nearly 
four million people does not compare badly 
with one of a million and a half by over sixty- 


two million people. Furthermore, the ex- 


pensea of the private exhibiters of Illinois, 
manufacturers, merchants, etc., in connection 
with the preparation and installation of their 
exhibits were greater than those of the Gen- 
eral Government. 

Congress has also appropriated $103,000 

for bronze medals and diplomas, but that 
money is to be expended only on condition 
the Fair is not open Sundays. It seemed to 
the devout Christians of the last Congress— 
like Mr, Senator Quay, for example—that no 
exhibiter would want a paper diploma or a 
bronze button which: showed that he had 
taken any part in an Exposition which was 
open on the first day of the week, 
Congress has also appropriated from time 
to time a considerable sum of money for the 
payment of the per diem of the members of 
é4he National Commission. Was that large 
sum expended for the benefit of Chicago and 
the Fair? No, only to harass and cripple them. 
Congress insisted that Chicago must put ten 
million dollars into the Fair. It has put in 
fifteen millions. Then Congress proceeded to 
appoint a number of Commissioners, picked 
up from all parts of the United Statés, to 
come to Chicago and act as “ spotters.” It was 
made their duty, since they contributed no 
money, to lord it over those who did; since a 
few of them were without culture or intelli- 
gence, they were designated especially to 
supervise those who had both; since they knew 
nothing of music, art, architecture,or the man- 
agement of great enterprises, they were ye- 
quired to dictate to those who were versed in 
all those things. It was made their duty to 
nag, to fuss, to bluster, to fulminate in the 
name of the United States when things did not 
go to suitthem. They were on the shoulders 
of the directors, like the Old Man of the Sea 
on those of Sindbad. 

Inconsiderate as Congress has been, it did 
not have the hardihood to ask Chicago to pay 
the wages of its spotters and bulldozers, And 
as these men would not have served without a 
per diem—as they would not have come here 
from their homes for love of the work—Con- 
gress had to use the funds of the taxpayers to 
keep its staff of inspectors at work. A local 
paper asks whether the directors, in addition 
to paying back the Congressional “ Injun 
gift,” will also reimburse what has been ap- 
propriated for the commission? It seems to 
think that honesty requires it. If a man who 
has been kicked and cuffed ought to reimburse 
his assailant for the wear and tear of gloves 
and shoe leather then the directors should repay 
what has been spent on the commission and 
not otherwise. 

As for the money paid to the Board of Lady 
Managers, it cannot be said that it has been 
altogether wasted. The various Phabe Couz- 
ins performances and the recital of the woes 
of the lady who was not introduced to the 
Duchess have been the cause of much innocent 
pleasure to the readers of the papers. But it 
ig not so easy to see how the Exposition itself 
has been benefited, except for the unselfish, 
generous, and unremunerated labors of Mrs. 
Palmer and some of her immediate sup- 
porters, 

The case stands thus: Chicago gave a [site 
such ag no other city in this country could 
have given. It gave fifteen millions in money. 
It gave freely and ungrudgingly the services 
of its ablest and its busiest men. Whatever it 
possessed of genius, talent, and untiring in- 
dustry was bestowed on the Fair. The govern- 
ment, apart from what it did as an exhibiter, 
gave National Commissioners to interfere 
with and harass the representatives of Chi- 
cago. They have done so. When they have 
been unable to pick a quarrel with the direct. 
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exhibiters of musical instruments by using in 
his conéerts the instruments of a non-exhib- 
iter. The same committee was not slow in 
attributing to Mr. Thomas with sly indirect- 
ness, mercenary, persenal motives, and to 
some of his artists a conspiracy to blackmail 
instrumentmakers. With equal zeal it has 
sought to impress the public with the idea 
that Mr. Steinway of New York was doing all 
in his power to injure the Fair. 

Now as to the part which Mr. Steinway 
played in this matter. It is alleged that he 
is not an exhibiter. Why is he not an ex- 
hibiter? Because he was dissatisfied, first, 
with the space awarded to him, and second, 
because he was not willing to submit to the 
proposed method of awards. Under these 
circumstances he declined to exhibit, and his 
decision was followed by four or five other 
houses which were dissatisfied for similar 
‘reasons. But as Herr Paderewsky did not 
care to give up his own instrument, which 
happened to be a Steinway, as he was playing 
gratuitously for the Exhibition, which the 
National Comimission affects to control, and as 
he was rightly sustained by Mr. Thomas, the 
wrath of the committee has fallen upon Mr. 
Steinway indirectly and Mr. Thomas directly. 
Fortunately the offending Paderewski' is now 
in Europe and out of the jurisdiction of the 
National Commission, unless its authority ex- 
tends to Germany. ‘In that case the eminent 
art critic, Judge Lannan, should be sent there 
to procure an imperial edict setting forth 
that Paderewski must use no instrument that 
was not made by an exhibiter in the World’s 
Fair. But waiving all the silly technicalities 
set forth by the committee, it will not be in- 
sisted that Steinway had not the right to with- 
draw if he so desired, with reason or without 
reason. 

It is further charged that Mr. Steinway is 
seeking to injure the World’s Fair. 

Mr. Steinway was one of the first men in 
New York City who made a voluntary con- 
tribution to the Fair, and in doing so he had 
the courage to face the popular prejudice ex- 
isting in that city. He showed hig good will 
by subscribing $25,000 and helped to induce 
the firm which represents him here to sub- 
scribe $5,000 more. : 

Has any other piano house exhibiting in the 
Fair, or have all of them together, given the 
Fair $30,000 in a money donation? They 
may say ‘‘ we have spent considerable money 
in installing our exhibits.”’ But they would 
not have installed their exhibits had they not 
expected to more than get their money back 
and to have the benefit of the advertising 
which naturally follows an exhibit. Mr. 
Steinway, a non-exhibiter, has given the Pair 
$30,000. Isit any wonder that, when Director- 
General Davis sent an agent to Mr. Steinway, 
after this controversy had begun, to induce 
him to make an exhibit, if it were only one 

' plano and were placed in the remotest corner 
of the Liberal Arts Building, Mr. Stein- 
way, although crippled by a physical infirm- 
ity, rose from his chair and indignantly ex- 
claimed: “I do not understand what these 
National Commissioners mean. What is it 
you want of me? Do you want more money? 
If so, I will give it to you!”’ 

The facts in this contemptible and infamous 
onslaught of the National Commission upon 
Mr. Thomas are slowly coming out. When 
the whole story is told it not only will vindi- 
cate Mr. Thomas amply, but it will show up 
the motives of those who have urged it on, 
in a manner which will be anything but com- 
plimentary. 


THE WOMAN’S CONGRESS. 

The women of this and other lands have 
long been objects of admiration by the other 
sex. They are now entitled to its congratula- 
tions for the grandeur and comprehensiveness 
of their plea for equality of recognition in all 
the walks of life. The gatherings of this week 
at the Art Institute halls have marked an im- 
portant era in the history of the struggle for 
“* woman’s rights,” and must have caused in- 
tense satisfaction to the leaders in the move- 
ment, who fought their way through fierce 
opposition and still more biting sarcasm thir- 
ty to forty years ago. If much that is asked 
for has not been granted the occasion was 
not less one of triumph for the cause or of 
glory for those who now well advanced in 
years labored in youth to point out to their 
sisters the path of success and led the way. 

Naturally enough the subject of equal 
suffrage has been a prominent feature of dis- 
cussion, but not to the exclusion of others. 
The topics have taken a wide range. The 
physica] training of girls as a means of secur- 
ing their ‘complete emancipation” from the 
“tyranny of man” has not been forgotten, 
The civil duties of wives and mothers have 
been spoken of theoretically by a delegate 
from England and more practically by others 
from Western States. The successful filling 
of city offices by women in Kansas and the 
results of a quarter of a century of woman 
suffrage in Wyoming have been reported on to 
the evident satisfaction of a vast audiénce, 
and, followmg this, a contrastive state- 
ment of difficulties experienced years 
ago by those who vainly sought for 
primary education for girls. At one 
of the meetings addresses were made by sev- 
eral practicing lawyers of the gentler sex. At 
another the “female” authors talked of pro- 
tection to brain work, publishers and plagiar- 
ists, copyright laws and their effects on Amer- 
ican literature, insurance against piracy of 
brains, imperfections in copyright law, expe- 
riences in publishing, the inalienable rights 
of authors, and the commercial value of lit- 
erary work. One meeting was devoted to the 
mystical, woman’s place in Hebrew thought 
and the Light in the East being prominent 
topics, while elsewhere woman’s work in the 
pulpit and asa missionary were the leading 
themes, and at still other places woman as a 
dentist, nurse, librarian, leader in philosophic 
thought, advocate of temperance, general 
philanthropist, ete., received her due share of 
attenti 

The treatment of this multifarious array of 
topics has been in the main an ‘able one. It 
developed on the part of the numerous speak- 
ers a wide acquaintanée with facts, obtained 
both by observation and by a study of the 
writings of others, 4 high order of thought, 
and an ability to reason which must have put 
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The collapse of the Columbia National Bank 
in. this city, which occurred Thursday of last 
week, has exposed a seriea of operations in 
finance and “ confidence’ which have few 
parallels in the history of modern banking. 
The experience of the man or men at the head 
of the concern during the week preceding the 
collapse must have been a dingular one, It 
included the sending of requests to its numer- 
ous victims and correspondents in the coun- 
try to send in all the cash they could spare, 
the ostensible reason for the call being a wish 
to protect any of the number which might be 
hard pressed by suspicidus depositors. It is 
pretty well ‘known that many of them hon- 
ored the call with substantial remittances, 
the consequence being that they were obliged 
to close on the first news that the Chi- 
cago concern had “ busted.”” Yet during that 
week there was a most remarkable change in 
conditions, as is evident’ by a glance at the 
following sets of figures, the first of which 
was a sworn statement, and the second made 
out by the President and his discount clerk 
the morning of the failure: }

This remarkable disappearance of $307,000 
in one short week may have a.“ very bad 
look,” but it is in keeping with what appears 
to have been the previous methods of the in- 
stitution. The scheme was to organize a bank 
at each of as many country points as could 
be controlled or cajoled into the purchasing 
of * stock.” The inducement was that a side 
show of the Columbian, named the United 
States Loan and Trust company, offered to 
guarantee stockholders against all loss for a 
period of five years and to assure them a 
dividend of 8 percent on their money. The 
“side show” took up as many of the shares 
of stock as it could get hold of; issued its 
bonds for the amount, and presumably hy- 
pothecated the stock, leaving the mén who 
had paid for it to whistle for their money 
when they should discover that the guarantee 
of the side show was a security that did not 
secure. Then the officials of these banks, 
most of whom seem to have been appointed 
on the recommendation of Dwiggins, if not 
by him, were encouraged to send to him at 
Chicago for “ safe keeping" as much of the 
money paid in by’ «depositors as could be 
spared. In addition to this these officials were 
induced to buy for themselves; and in not a 
few instances to recommend to their friends 
shares in a “ gold mine” since ascertained to 
be so nearly worthless that ite shares have 
been offered at 1 per cent of what some of the 
dupes paid for them. The whole thing was 
simply a grand grab at all that could be 
seized, and thus far there is no evidence thah 
profitable use was made of the money got 
hold of. If the “ business” here was con- 
ducted with honest intent to return the money 
to depositors proof of such intent has yet to 
be furnished. ‘

pension at Chicago. So much of their funds 
was locked up here that no other course was 
left open. And many others were seriously 
embarrassed by the collapse. The depositors 
in numerous cases, and the stockholders in all, 
are left to mourn the placing of confidence in 
a man who brought his unsavory bucket-shop 
methods into play asa “ banker,” and used 
worthless mining shares to attract money 
where he could not get it in exchange for bank 
stock or on deposit. And this man Dwiggins, 
with his scarcely more savory partners in the 
game, managed by means of a bold bid, which 
no other bank would make, to obtain 
permission to open a branch at the 
World’s Fair. Of course the directors of 
the Fair promptly resolved that no one 
should be a loser by deposits made there, and 
‘‘ the best end of a bad stick” consists in the 
fact that the collapse occurred so soon after 
the opening af the Fair and before the setting 
in of the full tide of ‘activity there which 
would have vastly increased the responsibili- 
ty. Butfor that determination there would 
have been no exception to the rule that every- 
body who placed pecuniary confidence in 
Dwiggins would share the fate of those who 
intrusted their funds to Tigg Montague or 
Mr. Merdle. = 


MEN WITH TWO COUNTRIES, 

The developments which recently came to 
light in the case of Rudolph G. W. Lippett, an 
alleged American residing in Vienna, illus- 
trate an aggravating practice which should be 
treated radically by Congress. Under the 
ruling made by Mr. Blaine, when he was Sec- 
retary of State, directing that passports should 
be reissued to Americang permanently resid- 
ingabroad only after their declaration that 
they intend returning to this country to re- 
side, it was discovered that this man-Lippett 
has had his passport renewed several times, 
although with the exception of two brief visits 
he was never in this country atall. He was 
born in Vienna of American parentage and 
has resided there, an American citizen under 
international usages, thus being relieved of 
the obligations of military service. Tifis same 
privilege he has sought for his two sons, but 
a passport has been denied him until he can 
show that he is coming to America to reside 


. permanently, 


The Lippetts and Astors are not exceptional 
cases of this double dealing. There are plenty 
of men in Europe who are not so much men 
without a country as they are men with two 
countries. They are aliens in fact, fictitious- 
ly claiming te be Americans in order to es- 
cape duties and obligations to the government 
under which they are living preferentially. 
They shirk all responsibilities to that govern- 
ment, and at the same time by their acts dis- 
claim any allegiance to the government whose 
protection they invoke under all circum- 
stances. Men of this kind, who fraudulently 
are securing immunity from obligations to 
any government, should be promptly ejected 
from American citizenship. Congress at once 
should pass a bill declaring all persons dena- 
tionalized who are acting the part ‘of inter- 
national deadbeats in this manger.

A woman ‘constantly tells a street 
ear conductor that her child is under age 
when it is not, but most persons see no harm 
in cheating a railroad company. They may 
be more scrupulous when dealing with their. 
own Expositign. 

It has been suggested as a compromise that 
there be “ children’s days,” when all children 
regardless of age shall be admitted for half 
price, This may be the best way to settle the 
matter. Ip that case, when the Fair is opened 
seven days in the week, the Sundays might be 
dedicatéd to the children, because on those days 
most Chicago parents will go there and take 
their boys and girls with them instead of leav- 
ing them at home. If necessary other days 
may also be set apart for the special benefit 
of the school children, when they can attend 
in large bodies. There will be a marked in- 
crease in the number of visitors from this 
time on, and the directors probably will not 
be long in arriving at a conclusion. 


Tur National Provisioner seems in doub 
whether to be funny or vexed over a re- 
cent article in the New York Sun assuming 
to tell the readers of that paper “ why pork 
is high in price.” It says the fact is the num- 
ber of eaters of pork product has been de- 
creasing steadily in the last decade, and was 
never so small as for the last four months 
The number of hog-growers has not increased 
with the population because of the first- 
named fact, together with unusually low prices 
for the previous two years, which made it more 
profitable for farmers to sell their corn in the 
berry than to feed it either to hogs or cattle. 
But it predicts that the coming year will wit- 
ness a big increase in the number of hog- 
growers. ‘* We have simply swung from the 
extreme of low prices and overproduction to 
extreme high prices and underproduction, 
and soon we will swing back again. That fs 
all there is of it.”” This is a sensible reply 
to make to an article which widely is sup- 
posed to have been written by the same man 
who, in the face of the monster wheat crop 
of 1891, tried to prove to his own satisfac- 
tion that there was not wheat enough in the 
world and never would beagain. It is too 
early in the history of the race to talk about 
a speedy arrival of the time when any impor- 
tant food product will have become perma- 
nently scarce. There are seasons of relative 
plenty and comparative dearth of supplies, 
but these and the resulting condifions of ac- 
tual food supply are mild departures from 
the normal as compared with even a few 
years ago. 


A most remarkable announcement is said 
to have been made by the Washburn-Pills- 
bury flour combination at. Minneapolis. It is 
that on account of the low price of wheat no 
semi-annual dividend will be paid this time to 
the stockholders. It is usually supposed that 
the lower the cost of the raw material the 
greater is the chance of obtaining a profit on 
the manufactured goods, and the rule must 
apply with especial force in this mMmstance, as 
a large part of the product of the mills at 
Minneapolis is sold in the British Islands in 
direct competition with flour made from 
wheat grown in other countries than the 
United States. There must be something 
radically wrong in the conduct of the busi- 
ness when such a result and conclusion as the 
one announced is arrived at, The business 
hardly could have failed to yield a good profit, 
as in former years, unless the men conduct- 
ing it have been operating in the wheat mar- 
ket and got heavily on the losing side of the 
deal. Either they bought wheat anticipating 
a rise in prices which did not occur, or they 
sold short to a large extent expecting that the 
passage of the Hatch bill would be followed 
by a sharp decline on which they could buy 
at much lower figures than they sold. There 
are some people who will be so uncharitable 
as to suspect the latter would prove to be 
the true explanation, if all the facts in the 
case were known, and it cannot be denied 
that some of the alleged facts do point in that 
direction. 


Wovtp it not be well for the police authori- 
ties, before making a descent on the gambling- 
houses, to ascertain what powers of arrest 
they have under the laws and ordinances of 
the city? A few days ago the police raided 
some gambling-houses and arrested 112 per- 
sons. Investigation showed that not more 
than a fourth of these possibly could be cont 
victed if they made any kind of defense.

Chicago nuliifica- 
tion with Jacksonian firmness and to guard the 
gates next Sabbath with troops if necessary. 

It is pitiful to see such ignorance of the Con- 
stitution and of the fundamental principles of 
American institutions in a person of educa- 
tion, who claims to be a public teacher. A 
person not reared in this country, and accus- 
tomed to European methods, would be ex- 
cusable for making such a request of the 
President. No such plea can be made in be- 
half of this blundering Boston parson. Wege 
the President to order troops to Jackson 
Park to keep people from entering there Sun- 
day, he would violate the Constitution and 
run the risk of impeachment. 


Tum profits of the National Bank of Mexico 
last year were 22.7 per cent, and the directors 
have declared a dividend of 14 per cert, which 
allows them to add a large sum to the reserve 
fund. Considering that Mexico is a silver- 
money country this news is -hardly full of 
comfort and. encouragement to the foolish 
ones in the United States who claim to believe 
that the adoption of free silver coinage would 
cut down the profits of banks and bankers and 
other capitalists. The bankers and brokers 
in this country never made so much money 
per dollar as during the time when our cur- 
rency was below gold par, It was a condition 
that favored the paring of a profit from both 
ends of the account, and the same thing would 
occur again if we let down our currency to 
the silver basis proposed by the advocates of 
a “cheap dollar.”’. : 


Ir was stated the other day in the Spring- 
field dispatches that the Chicago abstract com- 
panies, assisted by some of the firms in the 
smaller cities of the State, were behind the 
strenuous fight which is being made against 
the Torrens bill at Springfield. How it may 
be with the outside firms Tas Trisunz does 
not know, but it is satisfied that those of this 
city are taking no part whatever in the con- 
troversy; that they have not lifted a finger to 
hinder the passage of the measure, and pro- 
pose to leave the Legislature free to act as it 
sees fit without advice for or against the bill 
from them, 


Sznxator Turexz has been trying to get action 
by the House on his bill for municipal electric 
lighting, but the committee in charge of the 
matter tefuses to make any progress. The 
session is drawing to a close and it is time for. 
action. , The bill is wholly unobjectionable, 
and it ought to be passed in the form in which 
it reached the House. If amendments are in- 
serted, that will necessitate the bill being sent 
back again to the Senate and the appointment 
of a conference committee perhaps. There is 
not time for this, The bill should be passed 


without change. >

Discussing Subjects of Interest to the Pro- 
fession—Next Meeting at Asbury Park, 

The third business meeting of the ninth an- 
nual convention of the National Editorial As- 
sociation was held yesterday morning in the 
parlor of the Hotel Mecca. The Committee 
on Credentials reported the number of dele- 
gates whose associations had paid dues and 
were therefore entitled to seats as 281. The 
report was adopted, and the association was 
then ready for business. | 

The principal matter was the selection of a 
place for holding the session of 1894, and 
after all points proposed had been eulogized 
a ballot was ordered. There were 266 votes 
cast, divided as follows: Asbury Park, 150% ; 
Ashville, N. C., 83%; Florida, 31%. Asbury 
Park was announced as the location.
